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REPORT. 


In accordance with the usual custom, the Council have 
now the. pleasure of submitting their ninth annual Report 
upon the progress and condition of the Institute. In so 
doing, they have to congratulate the members on .the 
removal of many of the obstacles that have for so long 
a period impeded the proper development of the Institute, 
and prevented it from assuming that position as a 
Scientific and Literary Society to secure which it was the 
aim and intention of its founders. 

The new Institute and Museum Buildings were completed 
and finally handed over by the contractor in the month of 
May last. With the view of bringing the objects of the 
Institute more prominently under the notice of the public, 
and also with the hope of materially adding to the Build¬ 
ing Fund, the Council determined to inaugurate the 
building with an Art and Industrial Exhibition, combined 
with a series of popular scientific lectures. Unfortunately, 
the time available for preparations was but short, and at 
first little more than partial success was anticipated. 
However, the ready assistance afforded by the members 
and friends of the Institute, together with the liberality 
evinced in forwarding articles for exhibition, removed the 
chief difficulties attending the undertaking; and the 
Exhibition, although somewhat unequal in character, and 
bearing manifest evidences of the haste with which it had 
been organised, was in reality a great success, and far 
surpassed anything of the kind previously attempted in 
Auckland. His Excellency the Governor kindly presided 
at the opening ceremony, which took place on June 5th, 
1876. During the next three weeks experimental lectures 
on scientific subjects were delivered by Mr II. A. Severn 
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and other gentlemen. The proceedings were also varied 
by the exhibition of microscopes, spectroscopes, etc., and 
by an extensive scries of views with the oxy-hydrogcn 
lantern. This last, which proved a very attractive feature, 
was under the direction of Mr T. Crook, who kindly 
volunteered his services for the occasion. The attendance 
during the whole period was remarkably good, and the 
Council are happy to state that financially the Exhibition 
resulted in a substantial addition to the funds of the 
Society. The thanks of the Institute should here be given 
to the numerous ladies and gentlemen who kindly sent 
articles on loan, and especially to Sir G. Grey, K.C.B., 
whose valuable collection of rare books and manuscripts 
attracted considerable attention; and also to the Society 
of Artists, without whose active co-operation it would have 
been impossible to have obtained the display of pictures 
that covered the walls of the building. 

The total cost of the Museum, including fittings, 
amounted to nearly ^'4000, thus exceeding by about 
£z zoo the amount realized by private subscriptions. It 
had been intended to provide for this deficiency by 
mortgaging the building under the provisions of the 
Auckland Institute Act, of session 1875; but a clause 
having been inserted prohibiting the power of sale, this 
was found impracticable. As monetary engagements had 
been made with the contractor that required immediate 
settlement, it was resolved to obtain an overdraft at the 
Bank of New Zealand for /'2000, on the joint security of 
the members of the Council, and to endeavour to obtain 
the passage of an amended Bill during the then approach¬ 
ing session of Parliament. This Bill was introduced, and 
safely carried through the House of Representatives, but 
was thrown out in the Upper House. Shortly afterwards, 
a sum of £2000 appeared on the general estimates for the 
colony as a grant to the Otago Museum, and strong repre¬ 
sentations were immediately made to the Government to 
induce them to propose a similar sum for Auckland. 
Principally through the action of the Hon. F. Whitaker, 
to whom the Institute is much indebted in this matter, this 
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was at length agreed to, and a vote for £noo was finally 
assented to by both Houses. Through this fortunate ter¬ 
mination of what at first appeared a most serious financial 
difficulty, the Council are able to congratulate the members 
on the complete extinguishment of the debt on the 
building, which now stands unfettered by any liabilities 
whatever.

The eighth volume of the Transactions of the New 
Zealand Institute has been printed during the year, and 
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copies have been duly distributed to the members. 
Although not equal in size to many of its predecessors, it 
has yet attracted considerable interest. The Council freely 
rcf'nnrnce the importance of the annual volume, not only 
as a means for placing on record a large amount of 
valuable information respecting the natural history and 
resources of the. colony which otherwise might be 
entirely lost, or at least would not be presented in a form 
so readily accessible for reference, but also as tending to 
excite a more widely spread interest in the leading facts 
and generalizations of science. 

The arrangement of the Museum collections in the new 
building necessarily occupied a considerable amount of 
time. The Council regret that, from the want of new 
cases and other requisites, it has not been possible to 
display some of the specimens in as full a manner as could 
be wished, but they hope that this drawback will at least 
be partially removed during the ensuing year. The princi¬ 
pal additions have been as follows :—A series of foreign 
bird skins, mammals, &c., received in exchange from the 
Otago Museum; New Zealand bird skins, casts of the 
Harpagornis, and a fine skeleton of Rhea Americana, 
obtained in a similar manner from the Canterbury Museum; 
a most interesting collection of ioo bird skins from New 
Ireland and New Britain, including many rare and a few 
new species, purchased by special subscription from the 
Rev. G. Brown, C.M.Z.S. This latter gentleman has also 
presented to the Museum a valuable collection from the 
same islands, comprising an extensive series of Coleoptera, 
Lepidoptera, and other insects; shells, Crustacea, lizards, 
etc., together with a large number of weapons, implements, 
and articles of clothing. Interesting donations have also 
been received from Mr J. Goodall, C.E., Mr Rayner, and 
numerous other gentlemen. Full particulars will be found 
appended. 

The Council have to report that the Library of the late 
Provincial Council—consisting of about 2500 volumes of 
well-selected works—has been placed by the Government 
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in the keeping of the Institute, until final disposition of 
it is made by the General Assembly. In the meantime 
the Library is to be maintained, together with that of the 
Institute, as a Free Public Library for the use of the 
inhabitants of Auckland. The thanks of the Institute 
should here be given to Mr J. T. Mackelvie for a very 
liberal donation of 52 volumes of scientific works, now 
on their way from London. 

On payment of the grant of £2200 the Government 
requested that the Museum and Library should be 
opened to the public daily. The Council have long been 
sensible of the necessity existing for this, but until recently 
the financial position of the Society was so uncertain that 
any change would have been premature. Even now it is 
doubtful whether the arrangement can be carried out, and 
the Library and Museum maintained in a satisfactory 
manner, with the limited means at the disposal of the 
Institute. However, the proposal was accepted, and came 
into effect on the first of December last. Since then the 
number of visitors has largely increased, and it is to be 
hoped that the change will prove as advantageous to the 
interests of the Institute as it is certainly beneficial to the 
public. 

In conluding this Report, the Council hope that the 
active assistance of the members will now be given towards 
furthering the objects of the Institute,—either by con¬ 
tributing papers to be read at the meetings, by adding 
to the Library or Museum, or by any other mode that may 
tend towards these ends. The Council also trust that the 
general public will afford that liberal support which is 
due to an institution whose chief aim is to secure the 
advancement of knowledge, and the diffusion of scientific 
and practical information throughout the community.
